Factory No. 411, both constructed in 1942, There plants process crude ofl 
piped from the nearby oi1 fields into light gasoline, vasolinae, and other 
petrolewn derivatives, No further data on Ishimbayey Gas are available. 


b. Factory No. 4)1 


Equipped with two high steel chimneys and six compressors, the factory 
employs approximotely 1,200 workers. It produces a light blue gasoline 
which is coined to the railroad station, whenes it is fed into tamk cars. 
Twenty feeder lines lead from the main pipe line so that this sumbar of 
tank cars can be filled simulteneously.

a. Origimally called Nr. 757 or 775, the refinery was built in 1939 by Ameri- 
ean engineers with American machinery. It is located 18 kilometer: sorth 
of Ufa, Most of the oll from tha Ishimbsyev fields is transported vo the 
refinery from the Ishimbayev pumping station through five pipelines, seach 
52.6 em. in diameter and laid 4 meters below the surface. During ive war 
the refinery was expanded to 100 major buildings, three to four st. -ies 
high, and wes composed of 30 sections. Each section has its own pover plant 
with a crew of 170 men on avery S-hour shift. The total personnel of the 
power plants is estimated at 15,000. In addition, 8,000 workers ec em 
ployed on each shift at the refinery. Thus, the number of workers for the 
entire instsllation is approximately 40,000, The power plants, according 
to one subsource, an slectrical engineer, are equipped with 20 turbines, 
producing a total of 500,000 kilowetts. Most turbines are of American manu~ 
facture; some, however, are German (Slemens-Schuckert) and Swiss (Brown-
